! to be convened at to o'clock on next Tuesday morning. 


The Governor arrived at his ili-ciniCin this aflcrnuuii. following 


a conference in which participated the governor, Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Warren Porter, (M-nrgu \V. Peltier, president of the Calfornia 
Bankers' association, and \V. K. Cii-rbpr, president of the California 
National bank of this riiy. and E. C. Cooper, private secretary to 
flic governor. The governor has decided upon the five main mat- 
ters which the legislature will be called upon to consider, but he 
stated tonight that perhaps one or two other things would be in- 
cluded in the formal rail whirh will he issued tomorrow.

atoxyl Injection died, whereas a great 
majority'of. the untreated sleepers who 
arrived, at "the" Mission stations, died. 


Prof. 
Koch's •Investigations 
shuw 


that the fly which causes the "sleep- 
Ing sickness" subsists on tho blood 
of reptiles and animals and cannot 
live .without It for "more than-three or 
four days. Tho" microscope showed 
that the. blood sucked by the flics was 
chiefly.,.of crocodiles. 
The-professor. 


therefore, recommends a nsounty 01 
crocodile egga in order to enable H\o 
natives to exterminate them. It jvouia 
be comparatively easy since the croto.
